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MARKET  REVIEW 


Sugar  sales  by  primary  distributors  during  early  1972  compare  well  with  the 
comparable  period  of  1971  and  1970  when  record  quantities  were  reported  sold .Prel iminary 
reports  indicate  that  distribution  through  April  15,  1972  totaled  2,963,000  short 
tons,  raw  value,  compared  with  2,848,000  tons  during  the  same  period  last  vear  and 
2,964,000  tons  through  April  15,  1970.  Constructive  deliveries  of  87,000  tons  in 
1971,  i.e.,  sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in  December  but  physically  delivered  in 
January  and  February  of  1972,  compared  with  161,000  tons  so  delivered  in  1970  and 
40,000  tons  in  1969.    This  would  result  in  physical  deliveries  in  1972  of  3,050,000 
tons  compared  with  3,009,000  tons  in  1971  and  3,004,000  tons  in  1970. 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  reported  on  hand  by  all  primary  distributors 
on  April  1,  1972  totaled  2,897,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  preliminary 
reports.    This  was  about  162,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  February  but  196,000 
tons  more  than  at  the  end  of  March  a  year  ago.    Stocks  of  beet  processors  were 
reported  as  1,521,000  tons,  down  about  120,000  tons  from  a  month  earlier  but  up  about 
20,000  tons  from  a  year  earlier.    Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  cane  sugar 
refiners  were  reported  as  999,000  tons,  up  3,000  tons  from  a  month  earlier  and 
223,000  tons  from  the  end  of  March  last  year. 

Regionally,  primary  distributors  reported  deliveries  of  refined  suqar  by  States 
of  destination  during  January  and  February  1972  were  about  seven  percent  more  than 
those  reported  during  these  months  of  last  vear.  Deliveries"  were  un  in  four  of  the 
five  geographic  regions,  with  the  West  up  the  most  --  19.7  percent  followed  by  the 
North  Central  region  up  7.1  percent,  the  South  up  6.4  percent  and  the  mid-Atlantic 
region  up  3.6  percent.    Deliveries  in  the  New  England  region  were  down  0.3  percent. 

Individually,  reported  deliveries  in  January-February  1972,  compared  with  1971, 
were  higher  in  38  States,  lower  in  10  and  about  the  same-;  in  two.    Eight  States  had 
increases  of  more  than  100,000  hundredweight  with  California  showing  the  largest 
increase  --  460,000  hundredweight  followed  by  Ohio  up  239,000  and  Texas  up  157,000 
hundredweight.    Of  those  States  where  reported  deliveries  during  January-Februarv  1972 
were  smaller  the  range  was  from  76,000  hundredweight  less  in  New  York  to  1,000 
hundredweight  less  in  Wyoming. 

No  announcements  of  changes  were  noted  in  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar 
sold  at  wholesale  in  the  basis  pack--l 00-oound  oaper  bags--  in  any  of  the  regions 
during  the  period  under  review.    Previously  announced  increases  in  the  quotations  to 
take  effect  April  1,  1972,  appeared  to  have  been  implemented  in  the  Northeast  and 
the  Pacific  coast  regions  where  the  quotation  for  the  basis  pack  rose  from  13.00 
cents  to  13.20  cents  per  pound  and  from  11.40  cents  to  11.70  cents,  respectively. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the 

basis  pack  and  in  bulk,  by  regions,  as  of  mid-April.    Significant  variations  of  actual 

prices  from  the  quoted  price  may  be  found  in  certain  areas  reflecting  competitive 
condi  tions .

Actual  prices  in  some  cases  differ  substantially  from  quotations.  During  the 
post-freeze  economic  stabilization  period  (Phase  II),  increases  in  ceiling  Prices  of 
individual  sellers  of  refined  sugar  must  conform  to  the  procedural  reouirements 
prescribed  by  the  Cost  of  Living  Council. 

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper  bags 
during  March  1972  was  13.90  cents  per  pound  up  from  13.82  cents  in  Februarv  and  13.46 
cents  in  March  of  last  year,  an  increase  of  only  3.3  percent  during  the  12-month  period. 

The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York,  as  established 
by  the  "spot"  committee  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  averaged  9.16 
cents  per  pound  during  March  up  from  9.02  cents  in  Februarv  and  the  highest  monthly 
average  quotation  since  January  1964  when  it  was  9.29  cents  per  pound.  In  March  1971

the  quotation  averaged  8.37  cents  per  pound.    The  quotation  had  strengthened  somewhat 
during  March  rising  from  9.05  cents  on  March  1-2  to  9.20  cents  for  the  period  March 
9-16.    For  the  period  March  17-29  the  quotation  was  9.18  cents  and  on  March  30, 
9.12  cents.    During  April  the  quotation  has  continued  to  weaken  declining  to  9.00 
cents  on  April  11,  to  8.90  cents  on  April  12  and  to  8.85  cents  on  April  14.  On 
April  24  the  quotation  was  8.80  cents  per  pound  and  for  the  period  April  1-24  averaged 
8.95      cents  compared  with  8.28  cents  per  pound  during  that  period  o*  April  1971. 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Hawaii  through  April  1,  1972,  totaled  153,051  tons, 
96°  basis  compared  with  169,993  tons  produced  through  Aoril  3  of  last  vear. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Puerto  Rico  through  April  9,  1972  amounted  to 
156,213  tons  96°    basis,  compared  with  175,040  tons  produced  through  April  11,  1971. 
The  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane  in  1972  has  averaged  7.122  percent  compared  with 
7.603  percent  through  the  same  week  of  last  year. 

The  spot  price  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  for  World  bulk  sugar 

(No.  11  Contract)  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports,  including  Brazil, 

averaged  8.74  cents  per  pound  during  March,  up  from  8.63  cents  during  February  and 

4.71  cents  in  March  of  last  year.    The  average  for  March  1972  was  the  hiahest  since 
February  1964  when  it  was  9.11  cents. 

The  weakening  trend  in  World  raw  sugar  prices  which  began  in  late  March 
continued  into  early  April.    On  April  4  the  quotation  was  7.95  cents  per  pound, 
increased  to  8.05  cents  on  April  5  and  then  declined  sharply  to  7.80  cents  on 
April  6,  to  7.15  cents  on  April  7,  to  6.90  cents  on  April  10  and  to  6.50  cents  on 
April  11.    On  April  12  a  strengthening  trend  began  with  the  Quotation  rising  to 
6.75  cents  per  pound  for  the  period  April  12-14,  to  6.95  cents  on  Aoril  17  and  to 
7.75  cents  on  April  19.    On  April  24,  the  quotation  was  7.50  cents  and  for  the 
period  April  1-24,  averaged    7.29  cents  Der  pound  compared  with  4.65  cents  during 
the  comparable  period  of  last  year. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 

March  15,  1972    The  determination  of  fair  and  reasonable  nrices  ^or  the  1971-72 
crop  of  Puerto  Rican  sugarcane  was  announced  today  by  the  U.S.  Deoartment  of 
Agricul ture . 

The  changes  adopted  in  the  1971-72  determination  are  not  expected  to  alter 
to  any  extent  the  sharing  relationship  that  has  existed  between  producers  and 
processors  in  recent  years.    Producers  received  from  processors  an  average  oavnent 
of  about  $7.52  per  ton  for  1970-71  crop  sugarcane.    In  addition,  producers  re- 
ceived Sugar  Act  payments  averaging  $0.99  per  ton  of  cane.    Raw  sugar  production 
in  Puerto  Rico  declined  to  320,500  tons  in  1970-71,  the  lowest  since  the  1 900 1 s . 
(See  March  29,  1972  Federal  Register). 

March  28,  1972-The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today  announced  that  a  public 
hearing  will  be  held  April  25,  1972,  on  fair  and  reasonable  prices  for  the  1972 
crop  of  Hawaiian  sugarcane.    The  hearing  will  be  held  in  the  Council  Room  of  the 
Hawaii  County  Building,  25  Aupuni  Street,  Hilo,  Hawaii,  beginning  at  9:00  a.m. 
(See  March  31,  1972  Federal  Register). 

April  12,  1972-Minimum  wage  requirements  for  sugarbeet  work  in  all  producing  areas 
were  announced  today  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  determination  announced  today  becomes  effective  on  Aoril  24,  1972  and 
increases  basic  minimum  wage  rates  for  specified  hand  labor  operations  by  15  cents  ner 
hour  if  performed  on  a  tine  basis,  and  by  amounts  ranging  from  $1.00  to  $2.50  oer 
acre  (which  averages  about  eight  percent)  if  performed  on  a  piecework  basis. 
(See  April  18,  1972  Federal  Register). 

April  12,  1972  -  A  five  percent  increase  in  1972-crop  prooorti onate  shares  (farm 
acreage  allotments)  for  sugarcane  farms  in  the  Mainland  Cane  Sugar  area  of  Florida 
and  Louisiana  was  announced  today  by  the  U.S.  Deoartment  of  Aariculture.  This 
action  increases  the  total  shares  established  for  farms  in  Florida  from  240,306 
to  252,320  acres,  and  in  Louisiana  from  375,916  to  394,712  acres.

1.  March   1972  sugar  deliveries   for  continental   U.   S.  consumption 
1,007,000  short   tons,   raw  value  (preliminary),  up  292,000  tons  from 
February  1972  and  down  6,000  tons  from  March   1971.     January -Ma rch  19/2 
deliveries  2,535,000  short  tons,   raw  value,  up  96,000  tons  from  January- 
March   1971.     Final   data  for  February   19/2  deliveries  715,000  short  tons, 
raw  val ue- -prev ious 1 y  published  preliminary  as  736,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors'   stocks  April    1,    1972  were  2,897,000  short  tons, 
raw  value  (preliminary)  ujd  196,000  tons  from  a  year  ago,  and  down  162,000 
tons  from  February  1972.     During  March  refiners'   stocks   increased  3,000 
tons,  beet  processors'   stocks  decreased   119,000  tons,  mainland  cane 
processors'   stocks  decreased       ,000  tons  and   importers  of  direct 
consumption  sugar  stocks  decreased  about  2,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1   to  March  31,   1972  were  2,999,^+03  short 
tons,   raw  value,   leaving  a  balance  of  9,000,597  tons  to  be  supplied 
within  the  12,000,000  ton  total.
